Sccretary of War is empowered and required, on re- 
ceiving the purchase money in full, to execute the 
necessury deeds of such property to the purchaser or 
purchasers thereof, conveyivg ail the right, title, and 
interest of the United States therein. 

Sxc. 2. That the proceeds of sale, after paying the 
necessary expenses thereof, sball, upon receipt of the

COURT-MARTIAL COMMENTS. 


In the case of John Sheehan, E, 2d Artillery, tried 
for leaving his post and being drunk on guard, and 
sentenced to ten days hard labor and $20 fine, Gen. 
McDowell, commanding Department of the South, 
observes, ‘‘It is the theory of the prosecution, that 
this man was drunk on the 10th of March; he is charged 
with it, pleads guilty to it and is found guilty of it. 
There is evidence too showing that he was drunk when 
he was placed on guard as supernumerary; besiJes he 
was on pass at the time he was placec on guard, and 
should not have been so. placed. The findings and 
sentence are, therefore, not approved; he will be re- 
leased from confinement” (G. C.-M. O. 18, D. South). 
In the case of John Morse, B, 18th Infantry (charged 
with robWing his first sergeant of a watch, and assault- 
ing him in the street of Columbia, S. C., making such 
a disturbance that both were put in jail), sentenced by 
G. C.-M. to seven months confinement, ten days bread 
and water, and $70 fine, General McDowell observes, 
‘¢ The evidence in the case goes far to sustain the de- 
fence made by the accused in mitigation of his offence; 
the Sergeant’s bearing and conduct when with him 
at the time charged was less that of a non-commis- 
sioned officer on duty than a boon companion, and the 
occasion is taken to enjoin on commanders to require 
that non-commissioned officers, sent to arrest their 
men, wear their side arms and act throughout as in 
authority. Only so much of the sentence as admits of 
confinement at hard labor in charge of the guard for 
four months, with forfeiture of ten dollars per month 
of his pay for the same period is approved. In con- 
sequence of the confinement already undergone, one 
month of the confinement, as required by the sentence, 


is remitted.”

Indian Expeditions.—The command is about organ' 
ized, for the pursuit of the hostile Sioux and opening 
and protection of the Black Hiliscountry. Companies 
of the 3d Cavalry, commanded by Captaias Van Viiet, 
Meinhold, and Russell, Lieutenants Crawford and 
Vroom, passed post of Cheyenne last week, en route 
to Medicine Bow. At that point, and in command of 
Colonel Evans, they will march for Fetterman, at 
which point the troops are to rendezvous. On the 
15th, companies of the 3d and 2d cavalry, seven in all, 
commanded by Mills, Henry, Wells, Sartorius, Lieu- 
tenants Lawson, Rawolle, and Bainbridge, will leave 
Fort Russel], and, under command of Colonel Royall, 
will proceed to Fort Fetterman. At this point Gene- 
ral Crook will assume command, and the expedition 
will move north. The results to be obtained are most 
important. Probably an attempt will be made to drive 
the Sioux to the Missouri River. This, in addition to 
meeting and. defeating hostile bands, will keep the 
troops well employed. It is thought the long che 
idea of the lieutenant-general wiil be carried out, and 
a post established in this northern country. 

A despatch from Fort Laramie, May 23, announces 
the departure of three companies of the 9th Infantry 
(Munson, Burt and Burrowes), for Fort Fetterman, to 
join two of the 4th Infantry (Coates and Luhn). 
‘There will then be 15 companies of cavalry and 5 of 
infantry, with 100 Crow scouts. Frank Gerard, a 
Sandwich Islander, who lived with Crazy Horse tor 
years, will be guide. Captains Nickerson, Friery, 
Randall and Stanton, and Lieut. Bourke, will go on 
the general’s staff. Should there~be two columns, 
Colonel Royall will head one, Major Evans the other. 
There will be about 1,200 men all told, The Sioux 
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are said to be at Blue Stone River, Montana, 300 miles 
from Fort Fetterman, with 3,000 lodges or 12,000 war- 
riors. Three thousand warriors have left Cheyenne 
Agency to join Crazy Horse. Forty-two lodges have 
left Red Cloud Agency, of which 17 have come back, 
having run across Captain Egan’s column. The Ara- 

hoes and Brules are said to be quiet. General 

erry’s column left Fort Abraham Lincoln, May 19, 
and only marched 40 miles in four days, owing to 
heavy rains and mud. No Indians were seen, but 
Sitting Bull was expected to make a stand at the Bad 
Lands of the Little Missouri River.

by the Comte de Paris, in the second volume of the 
American reprint of his History of the Civil War in 
America, just published by J. H. Coates and 
Co., Philadelphia, the writer thus expresses 
his opinion of the conduct of Fitz John 
Porter on that duy: The contest was pro- 
longed after sunset, and amid the darkness of the 
night could still be heard the shouts of ‘the com- 
batants and-could be seen the flashes of musketry. 
Meanwhile, Porter had remained the whole of this 
Jong day in front of Longstreet’s right without firing a 
musket; by some unaccountable delay, the order 
forwarded by Pope at half past four o’cluck only 
reached him at nightfall, when a serious attack had 
become impussible. Pope was not satisfied with 
blaming him, as he had a right to do, for huving failed 
to move without formal instructions when the booming 
of cannon summoned him to Groveton, but sought to 
make him alone responsible for his disaster, maintain 
ing that if Porter had obeyed his orders the day of the 
29th would have achieved Jackson’s defeat. Notwith- 
standing these accusations, Porter retained his com- 
mand, and continued to serve his country usefully; 
but a few months later, when his friend and protector 
McClellan had been deposed, these accusations were 
taken up with renewed asperity, and Porter was brought 
before a court-martial, which deprived him of his rank. 
Since the wer the truth has come to light; the official 
reports of both parties have been published, and it is 
now proved that the tribunal before which be was 
tried had no knowledge of the existence of certain 
documents which would have exonerated the accused 
before passing sentence upon him; it is therefore pro- 
sed to revise this sentence in accordance with the 
ormalities prescribed by law. However this may be, 
it is now known that the whole Confederate army was 
united before Porter could have executed the flank 
movement from which Pope anti-ipated such wonder- 
ful results, and that he had before him Longstreet’s 
entire right wing, part of which only had been engaged 
against the Federal centre at the close of the battle. 
His attack, therefore, could not have produced the 
results upon which the general-in-chief had counted. 
But neituér the impossibility of executing to the letter 
the order of the latter, nor even the instructions which 
McDowell may have given him during the day, afford 
any excuse for his having remained sv long in+ctive in 
the presence of the enemy, with two fine divisions, 
while a great battle was being fought in his vicinity. 
In short, if the road he had to follow was barred 
against him—if, therefore, he could not cut the enemy’s 
army in two and secure its defeat—it is equally certain 
that a vigorous attack made by him upon Longstreet’s 
- would bave drawn out all the forces cf this gene- 
ral, aud by freeing the rest of the Union line would 
probably have prevented the reverse which the latter 
sustained at the close of the day. We cannut avoid, 
therefore, blaming his inaction at such a time and 
under such circumstances. This indifference on the 
part of Porter to the cannon’s appeal, the manner in 
which he interpreted the orders of superiors, and the 
tardiness with which these orders reached him, were 
the inevitable consequences of the confusion we have 
already referred to in the general management of the 
Army. 








To those of our readers who intend to visit the scene 
of the Centennial Exhibition, we commend the follow- 
ing suggestions of a correspondent of the I’hiladelphia 
Press: ** The French phrase, ‘ Embarras de ricuess,’ is 
the one that applies to the difficulty that confronts 
visitors on their entrance within the Centennial.

From this gallery a grand vista is obtained of the main 
hall. Pass down the main aisle to the middle of the 
building, where the central transept crosses, and the 
visitor will have gone through the end devoted to the 
United States, Then pass out of the right band door 
and through Memorial Hall, and thence to the art 
annex. Ketrace the course and come back again to 
the Main Building, walk ap to the top of one of the 
towers of the Muin Hall, and there can be had a gene- 
ral view of the geography of the grounds. Coming 
down again proceed to the end of the Main Hall, pass- 
ing, during this walk, along the dispiays made by 
* foreign countries. Pass now to Machinery Hall and 
walk to the centre to tue Corliss engine; then to the 
large tank, and returning again to the long lines of 
Machinery Hall proceed to tne end of it and go out the 
west dvor. Go up by the Catholic Fountain to the 
Japanese Building and pass to the English cottages. If 
the visitor has a State building inquire for it, and visit 
the State agent. Then go to the United States Govern- 
ment Building, thence tothe Women’s Building, thence 
to the Avricultural Buildi.g, thence to the Horticul 
tural Building. A stroll through the g:ounds towards 
the Main Building will show many structures devoted 
to specialties or built by foreign governments. Visi- 
tors arriving by the Reading Railroad or from the city 
by Girard and Market street cars will find the east

Tue manufacture of ficld-pieces at Vienna on the 
Uchatius system has been attended with such success- 
ful results that it is intended to proceed at once with 
the construction of guns of larger calibre of the same 
bronze-steel material. 

An Imperial decree orders an increase in the strength 
of the garrison artillery of Russia from fifty-nine com- 
panies to fifty battalions of four companies each. The 
first additions are to be made to the strength of the 
garrisons of the western fortresses of Russia. 

A CONFERENCE of members of German Parliaments 
pledged to the scheme for bringing about a general dis- 
armament was held at Vienna on the 27th April. It is 
proposed to attain the end indicated by means of an 
association of members of the Legislatures of different 
countries. 

ANOTHER propeller is, says the Army and Navy 
Gazette of London, about to be introduced experimen- 
tally from the United States. It is named the Fowler, 
and its reputed advantages have, we believe, been 
brought to the notice of the admiralty by Captain Gore 
Jones, R. N., C. B., naval attaché at Washington.

The box is to be worn on fatigue 
duty, or in cases of parade or ceremony, adjusted for 
from one to twenty rounds; for service in the field, by 
unlooping a strap, the box can instantly be ‘'tele- 
scoped” for carrying forty rounds; and if necessary two 
boxes can be carried, one on each side, making eighty 
rounds.

NEW NAVAL BILLS. 

Mr. Whitthorne, from the Committee on Naval 
Aflairs, by unanimous consent, reported the following 
bill: To reduce the pay of ofticers of the Nuvy and tv 
reduce the ‘number of officers in the line and staff 
thereof. That from aud after the first day of July, 
1876, the officers of the Navy shall receive ile follow- 
ing pay, namely: Admirai, $10,000; vice admiral, 
$5,000; rear-admiral, $5,000; commodore, $4,000; 
captains, $3,500; comranders, $3,000. Lieutenant- 
commanders, first five years after date of commission, 
$2,500; after five years from date of commission, 
$2,700. Licutenants, first five years after date of com- 
mission, $2,160; after tive years from date of commis- 
sion, $2,400. Masters, first five years after date of 
commission, $1,500; after five years from date of com- 
mission, $1,800. Ensigns, first five years from date of 
commission, $1,200; atter five years from date of com- 
mission, $1,400; midshipmen, $1,000; cadet-midship- 
men $500; mates, $900. Medical and pay directois 
and medical and pay inspectors and chief engineers, 
having the same rank at sea, $3,600. Fieet-surgeons, 
fleet-engineers, and fleet-paymusters shall receive the 
pay due to them, respectively, as surgeons, chief en- 
gineers, and paymasters, according to tbeir rank and 
length of service; and no increase vf pay is to be made 
to either of said grades of officers on account of their 
being assigued to duty as fleet-surgeons, fleet-en- 
gineers, or fleet-paymasters. Suigeons, paymasters, 
and chief engineers, first five years ufter date of com- 
mission, $2,500; second five years after date of com- 
mission, $2,750; third five years after date of commis- 
sion, $3,250; after 20 years from date of commission, 
$3,500. For pay of passed assistant surgeons, passed 
assistant engineers, and passed assistant paymasters, 
first five years after appvintment, $1,600; after five 
years from date of appointment, $1,800 For pay of 
naval constructors, first five years after date of ap- 
pointment, $2,800; second five years ufter date of ap- 
pointment, $3,000; third five years after date of 
appointment, $3,200; fourth five years after date of 
appointment, $3,400; after twenty years from date of ap- 
pointment, $3,600. For pay of chaplains, first five 





years after date of appointment, $1,200; after five 





years from date of appointment, $1,800. And the a 
of all other officers on the active list of the Navy shall 
remain as it is now provided by law; and when any of 
the officers hereinbefore mentioned, except the admiral, 
vice-admiral, and naval constructors and ‘assistant 
naval constructors, shall be on shore duty or on leave 
or waiting orders, their pay shall be reduced from the 
rates herein fixed in the same proportion as it is re- 
duced from sea-pay by exis'ing law. The closing 
section provides that there shall be no further promo- 
tion in the several grades which follow after the pas- 
sage of this act, until the number of rear-admirals 
shall be reduced below three, commodores below six, 
captains below ‘forty, commanders below fifty, lieuten- 
ant-commanders. below sixty, lieutenants below 150, 
chief engineers below forty, passed assistant engineers 
below seventy-three, assistant engineers below forty- 
seven, and no promotion or appointment shall be made 
to the grades of medical director and medical inspector 
and pay director and pay inspector and assistant naval 
constructor and civil engineer; and nu promotion shall 
be mude to the grade of paymaster until their. number 
shall be reduced below twenty-five; and no promotion 
to the grade of naval constructor until their number 
shall be reduced below six. All officers of the volun- 
teer service of the Navy shall be discharged from 
service after the first of July, 1876; and laws authoriz- 
ing the appointment or employment by the pmctprse | 
of the Navy of any person in the volunteer Navy shall 
be, and are hereby, repealed: Provided, That in case 
of war said Secretary of the Navy may appoint or em- 
ploy assistant surgeons as now authorized by law. 

Mr. Whitthorne, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, May 17, reported a bill to reorganize the 
Marine Corps, to which we shall refer at unother time. 
The first section provides: 

That the Marine Corps of the United States shall consist of one 
commandant with the rank of colonel, one lieutenant-colonel, 
three majors, 17 captains, 22 first lieutenants, 22 second lieuten- 
ants, one sergeaut major, one quartermaster-sergeant, 140 ser- 
geants, 135 corporals, and 1,200 privates in time of peace, to be 
increased in time of war; at the discretion of the President, to 
any number not exceeding 3,000, with a corresponding increase 
of non-commissioned officers: Provided, That the commissions 
of ofticers now in the corps shall not be vacated by this act, ex- 
cept in the manner hereinafter provided; but thove ofticers hold- 
ing staff appointments shall be retransferred to the live of the 
corps according to the date of commission, and no promotions 
or appointments to fill vacancies in the list of commissioned 
ofticers shall be made until the number of such officers shall have 
been reduced by casualties or otherwise to the number above 
provided in this section: And provided further, That nothing 
herein contained shall preclude the advancement of any officer 
to a higher grade for distinguished conduct in conflict with the 
enemy, or for extraordinary heroism in the line of his profession, 
as is authorized by sections 1605 and 1607 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, : 








Tne Secretary of the Navy has forwarded the fol- 
lowing letter to the Chairman of the House Commit- 


tee on Naval affairs : 
Navy Depart ENT, May 23, 1876. 


To the Hon. W. C. Whitthorne, Chairman Committe on Navaé 
Affairs, House of Representatives. 

Sin: For more than three months the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of the Honse of Representatives has been investigating 
the Navy Department and naval establishment. To this investi- 
gation, conducted in various and distant parts of the country, 
and extending over the whole time of the present administration 
and into the details of all its transactions, every person supposed 
to have any complaint against the Department has been publicly. - 
invited. ‘’he examinations have been conducted in sécret ses- 
sion, without notice to, and of course withozt opportunity for 
crose-examination, ozptenet ion or suggestion by any person com- 
plained of. During all this time, in the absence of any specific 
charge mude against either myself or any officer of the Depart- 
ment, I have remained quiet with the idea—that the testimony 
when finished would be published as a whole, and that when it 
was complete in all its parts each false charge would be accom- 
panied by its refutation, confident that where no wrong really 
existed none could be made finally to appear. But the publica- 
tion of portions of the unfinished testimony in detached parts 
has, as was to be expected, afforded the opportunity for charges 
and insinuations made in the — newspapers utterly false in 
fact and founded upon false inferences from the testimony as 
published, which will fall at once to the ground when the whoie 
facts are known. 

Under these circumstances, I demand as a matter of public 
right, not only for myself, but for any officer of my Department 
against whom anything is supposed to appear, a full and poe 
opportunity to be heard in Justification of every matter charged, 
and in refutation of every false inference that can possibly be . 
made: And I also demand that this hearing be had in open 
session of the Committee, to the end that public justification 
may follow as speedily as possible the charges and insinuations 
made.

THE NEW SECRETARY. 
fig week we have been treated to a genuine sur- 
prise. General Grant has readjusted his Cabinet, 
and the nominations of Epwarps PI£RREPONT, late 
Attorney-General,to be Minister to England,ALrHonso 
Tart, late Secretary of War, to be Attorney-General, 
Joun Doxatp Cameron, of Pennsylvania, to be 
Secretary of War, having been sent to the Senate on 
the 22d inst., were promptly confirmed. The press 
of the country are much agitated over the political 
complexion of this change in the personnel of the 
Administratior ; but with this phase the United Ser- 
vices have but little sympathy. 

The Army will learn with regret of the sudden 
termination of their pleasant official relations with 
Judge Tart, whose straightforward and just coursé 
during ,his brief term of office, and kind and 
genial manner toward all officers with whom he has 
had personal intercourse, have won their sincere 
respect and regard. 

The Hon. Joun Donatp Cameron is the eldest 
living son of the veteran Senator from Pennsylvania 
—Hon. Stuon CaMERON--who preceded the late Mr. 
STanTon as Secretary of War, in the early days of 
our Civil War. ; 

The new Secretary is of distinguished Scotch line- 
age, was born in 1833, near Harrisburg, and has 
always resided in that vicinity. He was educated at 
Princeton College, and was placed at an early age in 
the Middietown Bank, an institution which exercised 
immeuse influence on the lumber, coal, and ion in- 
terests of Pennsylvania. He became eventually 
cashier and president of the bank, and in 1866 was 
made president of the Northern Central Railroad, 
one of the most important lines in the State. In 
1874 he was succeeded by Tnos. A. Scott, and has 
since given his attention to various industrial enter- 
prises for the manutacture of iron, steel, railway cars, 
and cotton, respectively. Although Mr. CAMERON 




















bas never held a political office, he has the reputation 
of having been for some years, of essential service to 
his father, in controlling the political action of Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Cameron is reported to be very 
wealthy, his possessions being estimated at three mil 
lions, and he has certainly given proof of a high order 
of executive ability. Officers may depend upon it 
that he will be Secretary of War, and will soon thor- 
oughly understand all that is going on in his depart- 
ment. He is as reticent as Gen. Grant, and the only way 
to find out what he is going to do is to see what he 
does do. We wish him all success in his new posi- 
tion, and trust that his appointment will result to 
the benefit of the Service and the country. 








Tue Philadelpbia Exhibition of 1876 deserves all 
that has been said of it by visitors and the press. 
Once upon the ground and within the gates, all local 
impressions vanish, and a new world opens before the 
sight seer—a city in which every building is of a 
different order of architecture, and yet so handsomely 
grouped that one passes from the Old World to the 
New, without especial surprise. In this superficial 
sketch we shall not attempt any general review of the 
great show ; but passing through the main and machi- 
nery hall, try to catch a glimpse of the interior of the 
Government building and itscontents. It is our pur- 
pose hereafter to give a more detailed description of 
this part of the Exhibition, especially of the division 
pertaining tothe Warand Navy Departments, which 
are under the immediate supervision of Lieutenant 
Henry Metcaure, Ordnance Department, Executive 
Officer. 

The section appropriated by the War Department 
is especially picturesque as well as complete in all 


48| its details. Every branch of the Service is repre- 


sented in actual working condition. The Signal 
Corps is appropriating additional space outside the 
building to illustrate its field service, and Lieutenant 
Gruean, in charge of the division, seems to have 
displayed the material at his disposal in an extremely 
attractive manner. The Ordnance and Quartermas- 
ter’s Departments, under Lieutenant Wuirr.e, ot 
the first named corps, and Captain Ropcsrs, M. 8. 























K., Q. M. D., make a very complete and interesting 
display. Aside from the more serious and instruc- 
tive contemplation of this materiel ot war, the 
artistic grouping of the articles exhibited in this 
section is worthy of mention. Harnessed to a cais- 
son, ‘lifeless but beautiful,” stands the re- 
nowned victor of a hundred conflicts on the turf, 
that noble specimen of the American trotting horse 
“George M. Patchen ;” at least all that is left of him. 
His skin has been so skilfully stuffed, and the figure 
so carefully mounted, that it needs a touch of the 
hand and a second glance, ere one realizes that he 
will never more respond to the word “Go!” Peace 
tohismanes. At intervals, men of company M (War- 
NER’s) 34 Artillery, and a number of ordnance and en- 
gineer soldiers are distributed through the space to 
“keep an eye” on things; among these “ things” 
are numerous stuffed figures or dummies representing 
the uniform and dress of the Army—mounted and 
dismounted—so realictic as sometimes to puzzle one 
to distinguish between the genuine and the counter- 
feit. 
Rows of bronze field pieces of all patterns and all 
ages—notably a Spanish breech-loading gun dated 
1490—models of arsenals, delicate machinery from 
the National workshops, operated by a detail from 
Springfield Armory, innocent looking torpedoes, sus- 
pended in aquaria to illustrate their use in war, maps 
and plans, small arms, horse equipments, etc., meet 
the eye; whilst, dividing the mass with geometrical 
precision, are avenues marked by small silken banners, 
bearing the names of distinguished officers, many of 
whom have been long since gathered to their fathers. 

It was proposed ut one time (by Lieutenaut Mer- 
CALFE, we believe) to make a collection of representa- 
tive targets, resulting from actual practice of the U. 
8. troops and the National Guard, and after a care- 
ful selection to exhibit the best in the War Depart- 
ment section as specimens of American marksman- 
ship; but the authorities to whom the plan was sub- 
mitted failed to carry it’out. 

In a separate building under the charge of Surgeon 
Woopwarp, assisted by Assistant Surgeon H. C. 
Yarrow, are displayed the contributions to science 
and the healing art, of the Medical Department of the 
Army. A part of this is appropriated to a model 
hospital, with wards, kitchen, and other complete 
appointments, even to the recumbent patients whose 
pallid and waxen faces are protected from the hypo- 
thetical fly by real mosquito bars. Here is also to 
be seen a large oil painting representing a scene in 
an ‘‘operating” room, in which the blood-curdling 
display ot surgical instruments is somewhat relieved 
by the central figure, said to be a likeness of Dr. 
Gross, the celebrated Philadelphia surgeon. 

The section appropriated to the Navy contains 
among other objects of interest, a beautiful model of 
the Brooklyn Dry-dock, models of torpedoes, cases 
containing specimens of food and clothing supplied 
to our men-of-war, and numerous relics from the 
Arctic seas, among which Dr. Kanz’s boat, used in 
his last voyage of exploration, is conspicuous and 
curious, 

The Smithsonian Institute, the Department of the 
Interior, the Post-Office, and the Treasury bave 
elaborate and valuable collections of articles designed 
to illustrate their varied and respective operations, a 
detailed description of which we postpone for the 
present. 

Of foreign war material there is not a very large 
display, in one sense, although Germany sends a 
Krupp gun, the largest steel gun ever forged, weigh- 
ing about fifty-seven tons. Sweden and Brazil have 
a collection of lighter articles, miniature siege and 
field artillery, full-sized uniforms (stuffed), also 
models of war ships, etc., etc.

We publish this week Mr. WuirTHoRNe’s bill to 
reduce the grades and pay of the Navy. If sucha 
bill passes, it will cripple the Service, and it will be 
from six to fifiteen years before any promotions take 
place from’any one grade to another. The grade of 
commander now ninety might be reduced to seventy- 
five, but the grade of lieutepant-commander, which 
was reduced in 1870 from 164 to 80, should be now 
fixed at 100. There has been no promotion from 
lieutenant to lieutenant-commander since 1870. 
Bisnop, at the foot of said list, was re-appointed by 
special law in 1871. He had been dismissed in 1867. 
The number of lieutenant-commanders at present 
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stands at 95. The lower grades are not as large as 
they were in 1860. There were as many captains on 
the active list in 1860 as there are now rear-admirals, 
commodores and captains combined. 

As flag officers received almost as much pay as 
rear-admirals now, and captains in special command 
as commodores, it is no saving to abolish such 
grades. What foreign nation is so much impressed 
with the great American Eagle as to consider a cap- 
tain or commodore as equivalent to an admiral ? 
Actual rank is the only thing that stands. Although 
foreigners sometimes respect such rank as actual, it 
cannot be insisted upon, and generally goes to prove 
the inconsistency of American brag. 

Mr. WuITTHORNE failed in the attempt to carry 
his bill through as a rider to the naval appropriation 
bill, passed by the House this week, and we hope he 
will be content to let the matter rest where it is. He 
has sufficiently established his reputation as a “ re- 
former,” and need hardly be asked to still further 
pursue his ungracious task. 





GENERAL Hancock’s personal friends in the Ser- 
vice—and they are legion—will read anything con- 
cerning that officer with interest. The World— 
under its new editor, Mr. HurLBEer1r—in a leading 
article strongly endorses the proposition to nominate 
the General for the Presidency, and, although we do 
not propose to discuss the political situation with 
that journal, yet we heartily agree with it that 
“ General Hancock is a man of stainless honor; that 
his abilities are equal to the position ; that his genius 
as a soldier saved the country in the crises of two 
great battles; that his reverence for law . 
proves him to be a model citizen.” But we can’t 
afford to lose him from the Army, and love him too 
well to desire to see him “backslide into the 


Presidency.” 


Tue impeachment trial has not visibly progressed 
in the Senate during the past week. The secret de- 
bates on the question of jurisdiction still continue, 
and nothing official has transpired. Doorkeeper 
Firzuvuen's office has been declared vacant in the 
House, and his duties delegated to the Sergeant-at- 
arms. 

The following bills are now on the special order 
list of the House, to be taken up on the dates named : 
H. R. 58, to equalise bounties May 23, and till dis- 
posed of; H. R. 3375, Naval Appropriations, else- 
where noticed. The Bannine Army Bill is still in 
committee awaiting Mr. BANnrNG's motion to recon- 
sider vote of recommittal. 

Bills introduced: H, R. 3482, to pension Navy- 
yard employés disabled in the line of duty; H.R. 
3535 and 3536, ordering 5,000 copies of Army and 
Navy surgical reports during the war. 

H. R. 443, to attach the GRantT-PEMBERTON Monu- 
ment at Vicksburgh to the National Cemetery there 
was favorably reported. Also, H. R. 3511, for the 
relief of Lieutenant EserstErn, 21st Infantry, and 
H. R. 408, for the relief of Assistant Surgeon 
AzPELL, U.S. A. 

A petition was presented by the Palmetto Guards 
of Charleston for condemned cannon to erect a monu- 
ment commemorating the bombardment of Fort 
Moultrie by the British on the 28th June, 1776. A 
petition of citizens of Washington against cutting off 
the Washington Navy-yard. A communication from 
the Adjutant-General was laid before the House 
tuuching the breaking up of the printing office at- 
tached to his department, as contemplated by the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation Bill; also one from the 
same on H. R, 2935 (the Bannine Army Bill). 


THE re-union of the several Army societies at Phila- 
delphia on the 5th, 6th, and 7th of June, promises to 
bring together the largest gathering of officers and ex- 
officers witnessed since the war. The Society of' the 
Army of the Potomac, which meets on the 6th, the 
corps organizations meeting on the 5th, will have its 
headquarters at Parlor No. 13, Saint George’s Hotel, 
corner Broad and Walnut streets. The public exer- 
cises will commence at noon at the Academy of Music 
with Beck’s military band in attendance. Tickets for 
the parquet and parquet circle, reserved for the mem- 
bers of the Society, and military and veteran organi- 
zations, can be obtained at the headquarters. Tickets 
for admission to the other parts of the house can be 
obtained.of the Executive Committee. The annual 


banquet will take place at Saint George’s Hall, corner 
Arch and Thirteenth streets, at 7 o’clock on the even- 
ing of Tuesday, June 6. Tickets $8, to be obtained at 
the headquarters, As we have before mentioned, the 
Society of the Army of the James meets June 6, the 
Society of the Cumberland, June 6and7. The Army 
of the Tennessee was to meet at Philadelphia, July 20, 
orator, Gen. Thayer, of Nebraska, and at Washington, 
July 22, orator, Gen. Logan, to unveil the statue of 
Gen. McPherson, on the anniversary of his death. 
The failure of the artist to complete the statue has 
disturbed this programme, and when the Society will 
meet is not yet decided. 


THE naval appropriation bill has been under discus- 
sion during the past week in the House of Representa- 
tives, and was finally passed on Tuesday, May 28, 
with amendments, As passed, it appropriates in round 
figures thirteen millions of dollars, and _ pro- 
vides that ‘‘hereafter enlistments in the Navy shall 
cease until the number of enlisted men is reduced to 
seven thousand five hundred: Provided, That section 
fourteen hundred and seventeen of the Revised Statutes 
shall be amended so as to read as follows: Sec. 1417, 
The number of persons who may at one time be 
enlisted into the Navy of the United States, including 
seamen, ordinary seamen, landsmen, mechanics, fire- 
men, coal-heavers, apprentices, and boys, shall not ex- 
ceed seven thousand and five hundred.” Also that 
“from and after the passage of this act there shall be 
no appointments to fill vacancies occurring in the list 
of commissioned officers of the Marine Corps until the 
number of such officers shall have been reduced, by 
casualties or otherwise, to seventy-five.” 

The proviso with reference to the Navy-yards as 
originally reported by the Naval Committee provided as 
follows: For the civil establishment at the Navy-yards 
at Brooklyn, New York ; League Island, Pennsylva- 
nia ; Norfolk, Virginia; and Mare Island, California, 
eight thousand dollars; and for the protection and care 
of the Navy-yards not enumerated, five thousand dol- 
lars. And the Secretary of the Navy is hereby di- 





rected to make inquiry as to the best method of mak- 
ing sale of the Navy-yards at Charlestown, Washington 
and Pensacola, and sha!l report the same to the next 
session of this Congress at its commencement; and he 
shall also take measures toward the recession of the 
naval station at New London, and report thereon at 
the same time; and he is further directed to establish a 
naval rendezvous at Tybee Island or at Cuckspur Is- 
land in the State of Georgia, and to make available any 
Government property at said islands suitable for such 
purpose. And finally it is provided that ‘‘ the 
Secretary of the Navy is hereby directed to report to 
the next session of this Congress the best method of 
making sale of the naval hospitals at Annapolis and 
Washington, and the same shall be closed during the 
coming year.” This section was stricken out bodily by 
the House, and the following substitute adopted and 








passed with the bill: 


For the civil establishments of the several Navy-yards, $85,000; 
and the Secretary of the Navy is hereby directed to organize a 
naval board of five commissioned ofticers in the Navy as soon as 
practicable, three of whom shall be the senior officers upon the 
active list of the Navy, whose duty it shall be to examine fully 
and determine whether, in their opivion, any of the Navy-yards 
can be dispensed with and abandoned; and, if so, to report the 
best manner of making disposition of the same; and further to 
inquire as to the propriety of establishing a naval rendezvous at 
Tybee Island or at Cockspur Island, in the State of Georgia, and 
whether any Government property at said islands can be made 
available and is suitable for such purpose; and said board shall, 
through the Secretary of the Navy, report to Congress at the 











commencement of the next session the result of their inquiry; 
and the sum of $2,000 is herewith appropriated to mect the ex- 
penses incurred by said board. 

An amendment was adopted making one of the 
professors of English studies at the Naval Academy a 
head of department with $2,500 a year, and some 
minor amendments in the amounts appropriated for 
different bureaus. 

An attempt was made to engraft upon the bill the 
bill for reducing the officers of the Navy and stopping 
their promotion, but the attempt happily failed. Aun 
amendment to reduce the Marine Corps and abolish 
the marine band was also rejected, Mr. Harrison of 
Illinois making an amusing speech on the subject, 
which seems to have had much to do with killing the 
measure. If you want to influence the average Con- 
rressman, don’t reason with him, but coax him into 
laughing with you. 

In the debate, Mr. Willis, of New York, presented 
his views on the subject of reducing the number of 
Navy-yards to the three at Brooklyn, Norfolk, and 
Mare Island, especially disclaiming, however, speaking 
for the Naval Committee, speaking for himself alone. 
He said: ‘** All the work that needs to be done for the 
United States Navy can be done better in one yard 
than in eight yards. Yet we have eight separate estab- 
lishments. We have the bureau system carried into 
each yard. We have sixty-four distinct sets of books 
where we should have but one. We have sixty-four 
clerks where we should have but one. We have eight 
different parties acting as responsible heads where we 
should have but one responsible head.” League Island 





he regards as a costly failure, and quoted in support of 
this opinion from the report of the board of seven 


On this point be said: ‘‘ In addition to what has been 
before urged in regard to League Island, let me sa 
that it is no less than seventy miles from the sea. 

few vessels of the enemy rendezvousing in its mouth 
could blockade the grand Navy which ha pened to be 
+t that particular point, and prevent its a 
to protect the coasts of the cvuntry. There 1s beyond 
this still another objection. Every winter, sometimes 
for months, those narrow channels which surround 
that mud-flat, properly called an island, for it is very 
much of an island, being surrounded by water on top 
as well as on all sides—those narrow channels are 
blockaded by ice, rendering League Ieland useless for 
any just parpore for which Navy yards are muin- 
tained. I wish also to say on this subject that although 
the Navy of the United States is very inconsiderable 
compared to that of Francé or Great Britain, France 
having 402, England 242, and the United States 117 
ships of war, the acreage for dock-yards in England 
amounts to only 866 acres, and in France to only 865; 
while in the United States, exclusive of League Island, 
it nmounts to 1,595 acres.” As 900 acres of these are in 
Mare Island, which Mr. Willis purposes to retain, even 
with the reductions he proposes, the area of our Navy- 
yards will still amount to 1,202 acres. 

Mr. Whitthorre called upon his colleagues ‘to 
reflect upon the fact that the number of officers on the 
active list of the pay, line, and staff, is to-day 1,368, 
that those upon the retired list, including chaplains and 
professors of mathematics, foot up a total of 1,612 
officers; and if you add to this the cadet midshipmen 
and the cadet engineers you have a total of 1,924, and 
adding to that number the volunteer officers, which the 
amendments I pr>pose to offer will abolish, you have 
1,953 officers of the U. S. Navy commanding 7,500 
men.” He also asked gentlemen to refi: ct for a moment 
that during the six years, from 1869 to 1875, there ‘‘ has 
been gathered from your tax-laden and oppressed con- 
stitutents $64,000,000 and over for the pay of the Navy, 
Marine Corps, and the incidental expenses connected 
with the Service, aside from the bureau expenditures.” 

Mr. Whitthorne explained the action of the com- 
mittee with reference to the Navy-yards. Mare Island 
it was proposed to confine in future to ‘‘ what has been 
or ought to have been legally and legitimately done 
there in the past,” that is to say, ‘‘ nothing but the 
necessary repair or construction of a vessel.” League 
Island it is proposed to abolish on the plea that from 
twenty to fifty millions are required to complete it. 

Mr. Blunt said: ‘‘ It is only due to the Secretary of 
the Navy for me to state that in our conferences with 
him upon this b‘]] and the reductions therein proposed 
he has entered no protest. He has yielded to us all the 
sources of information freely and fully. There has 
been no attempt to oppose us in our purposes, but we 
have been uniformly met with the statement: ‘ This is 
your Navy; make such appropriations as you may deem 
fit; it is only my province to conduct the duties of my 
Departinent.’” He called the attention of the House 
to the “ fact that in the year 1859, when the number of 
men in the Navy was the same as it is at this time, the 
pay of the Navy was $4,536,707.32. The estimate of 
the Department for the same number of officers and 
men for the next fiscal year is $7,600,000, nearly 
$5,000,000 of which goes to the retired list and the pay 
of officers.” He stated that the appropriations for the 
Bureau of Ordnance has been reduced by the bill about 











one-half, the Bureau of Equipiment one-fifth, the 
Bureau of Clothing from $1,279,000 to $93,000, the 
Bureau of Constructions of Repairs to $1,500,000. 

On the other hand, Mr. Freeman said: ‘* Navies are 
not capable of springing into vitality in a day; and I 
propose to give a few of the figures to show how im- 
portant this branch of the Service has been considered 
by every European power. England, with all her 
magnificent ship-yards costing hundreds of millions 
already created, expended in the year onding March 
81, 1874, £10,244,355; in 1875, £10,678,092; in 1876, 
£10,825,194; and in 1877 the estimates are for nearly 
fifty-seven millions of dollars, or nearly 450 per cent. 
more than the amount appropriated in this bill. These 
countries have a length of coast not to be mentioned 
in extent with ours. During the last hundred years 
the populations have grown but a fractional degree of 
the extent of our own young land, which has increased, 
despite its trials and internecine struggle, 1,300 per 
cent. And, sir, if this is the history of past growth, 
what is to be expected of the future? Are we to close 
our eyes to these facts and thoughts in legislating upon 
a subject of the gravity and importance of the one 
under consideration? Are we to hack and hew away 
at this appropriation involving the future welfare and 
safety of this people. with the same disregard of the 
public necessity and duty as has characterized the 
legislation on the ——— bill or that pertaining to 
pinched and beggarly clerks?” 

Mr. Kelley ridiculed the proposition to abandon 
League Island, and showed the value of that station. 
Mr. Reagan of Texas was opposed to the sale of the 
Pensacola Navy-yard, and Mr. Banks of Massachusetts 
called forth much applause by some earnest and 
eloquent remarks in defence of the Charlestown “9 
yard, and Mr. Harris of Massachusetts supported h 
statements. He said: ‘‘ Give the Navy-yards the legiti- 
mate work which belongs to the construction of our 
Navy, and you have Navy-yards enough in the country 
to do the work. Their capacity is not what it should 
be. They should be building two ships of war in every 
Navy-yard of the United States to-day, and we should 
keep on building them. We should keep in full repair 
all other ships worthy of going to sea.” 

Mr. Blount of Georgia had a good word to say for 
League Island, and Mr. Randall and Mr. O'Neill of 
Pennsylvania spoke earnestly in its defence. Mr: 
Danford of Ohio spoke against the reduction of the 
Navy, and read a letter from the Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment and Recruiting, showing its impolicy. 
Mr. Burleigh of Maine urged the claims of the Kittery

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SUPPLIES FOR THE ARMY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sr: It seems difficult to get a true statement in print 
of the character, intent and necessity of the law of 
1866, requiring the Commissary Department to keep 
ceitain articles for otticers and men, previously kept 
by sutlers. 

The articles intended ‘were not articles of necessary 
food, for they were issued in abundance as rations. 
They were not articles uf food as luxuries, for such 
were already provided for by law, and furnished in 
abundance by the Commissary Department to officers, 
and since to men, without additional legislation. 

They were not the general assortment of dry goods 
and hardware a sutler keeps, for they are not needed 
by troops, and it would be absurd to keep them. 

It did mean those essential articles of a semi-military 
nature, which every soldier must have in garrison, 
such 4s cleaning materials, white gloves, plug tobacco, 
all of which have since been provided by the Govern- 
ment in some other way; and stationery, paper, pens, 
ink, envelopes, toilet articles, all sorts of brushes, knives 
and forks, tio cups, wash basins, pins, needles, buttons, 
thread, pipes, smoking tobacco, cigars, and other like 
articles, in all a list of about forty articles. It was the 
intention to make it the duty of the Government to 
provide these articles, not, necessarily, because there 
was no sutler to do it, but because they were essentially 
a military supply, because every soldier had to have 
them, and because it became the duty of the Govern- 
ment to sce that they were provided with as little cost 
to the soldier as might be, just as it provides him with 
clothes and other necessary supplies without unneces- 
sary cost, 

The necessity of providing them in this way comes 
also from the fact, that the sutler is not a necessary 
attaché of the military establishment, is not bound to 
furnish these articles or anything else, and will quit 
your camp, or cease supplying it, the moment he ceases 
to find it profitable. In this case, there is no supply 
for these articles at all. Theze are the plain simple 
reasons for, and intentions of the law. Other gov- 
ernments have recognized and provided for them. 

The fact that the officers of the Commissary Depart- 
ment in Washington were opposed to the law from the 
first, is generally known in the Army, although they 
are able to show by reports that they gave the matter 
attention at the time, and two officers of the Depart- 
ment, at distant posts, took steps towards carrying out 
the law in good faith. 

The Commissary General, however, in bis report 
upen the subject greatly exaggerated the difficulties in 
_the way, representing that extra storehouses and 
clerks are necessary at all the posts, where none at any 
posts would be required, and adding a long list of 
articles of food under the law, which properly belong, 
and are now furnished, under a different law, running 
the needed funds up to four of five millions. This 
decided the question which autuorized a suspension of 
further action. He styled it ‘ta new duty imposed 
upon my department,” and those above him have at 
different times—it is supposed in consequence of his 
report—reco:nmended the repeal of the law. It is 
not seen how these duties, which are essential to the 
welfare of the Army, requiring the purchase and sale 
of a small list of imperistable articles, almost entirely 
in the interest of the enlisted men, differs or is more 
onerous than the supply of a much larger list of luxu- 
ries, made largely in the interest of the officers of the 
Army, which has been done, and 1 believe cheerfully 
by the Commissary Department, the past ten years. 

In fact, it is doubtful if that department any longer 
opposes the law, or if, when its advantages and objects 
are fully appreciated, and the ease with which it can 
be executed are fully understood, that it will meet 
opposition anywhere. It will require no new store- 
houses, the lately created commissary sergeants will 
answer excellently as clerks, and the reduced size of 
the Army, with a proper cutting down of the list sub- 
mitted by the Commissary General, will so reduce the 
amount necessary for the first appropriation, which 
will be paid back in a few months, tuat it is difficult to 
see any reason for any person to oppose it. 

It is not a pleasing sight to see our soldiers com- 
pelled to pay 25 cents for a cigar that could be fur- 
nished him for 3 cents, or a pipe for 50 cents that 
ought to cost but ten, or a little bundle of stationery 
for 75 cents which he should get for 30. Yet this may 
be seen at every post in the Army, fifty times a day, 
and sutlers say they cannot furnish them cheaper.

OUR RECRUITING SYSTEM. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sr: In reply to the late article in the Jounnat, 
headed ‘‘ Army Abuses, Our Recruiting System, Part 
1.,” allow me to say a few words, the result of my own 
experience. Before the war the country was filled 
with deserters, and at least one week was given to 
every company after pay day to get drunk in. Guard 
houses were always full of prisoners. To be sure of 
having enough men for guard, men were confined 
the night before. 

Old fogies still exist who regret the loss of the flint 
lock, flogging and the officer’s rattan. I prefer tocom- 
mand men who have some spirit. Who is a man that 
would put up with such treatment as your old officer 
writes about? 

During nearly three years my guard house has been 
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most of time without a prisoner. A drunken man is a 
curiosity we should have to go to Barnum’s museum to 
see. A sutler or post trader I would not allow near 
any post I command, if in my power. 

I do not believe there is a man in my company who 
cannot show from three to ten hundred dollars saved 
in the Service by temperance. I have no trouble with 
my men; they are always ready for any duty. Let us 
progress, not go backward to old fogy notions. 

In the same paper appears also a description of a 
‘‘ canteen” started in the 6th Infantry, which the writer 
advocates for a general system. I thik this is unneces- 
sary. Ido notapprove of the “‘ canteen” in the Army. 
If the Quartermaster’s Department would supply pocket 
handkerchiefs, white shirts and collars, also black 
neck ties for sale, and the C. 8. Department would 
supply blacking, soldiers would then have all they re- 
quire. Other things could be sent for as required, and 
received through the mail. CAPTAIN. 








NAVAL OFFICER AND HIS CRITICS. 


WE have been obliged to delay the publication of 
some letters called forth by the articles of the author 
of Thoughts on Naval Administration. On the sub- 
ject of ‘* Store and Hospital Ships,” ‘‘Hygiene ” writes 
as follows: 

‘*The writer happens to know from personal in- 
vestigation, that not only in the British, but also in 
other foreign navies, general experience is utterly op- 
posed to such a combination. ‘Naval Officer’ merely 
begs the question when he quotes in support of his 
views, a list of receiving and store vessels, which are 
not known nor recognized as hospital ships; nor do 
his statement alter the fact that experience, age, and 
very bitter experience too, is against him. A very 
slight examination of the reports of the medical direc- 
tor-general of the British navy, and of the official re- 
turn of the medical departments of other navies, would 
have corrected his error on this point. A very super- 
ficial knowledge of naval hygiene would also have 
shown him that there are other objections to ‘store 
and hospital ships’ besides noise and confusion, even 
though they be ‘not constantly engaged in receivin 
and delivering stores.’ Naval materials of any kind 
detract considerable from the airspace and proper 
ventilation of a ship, to say nothing of the serious evil 
of deleterious emanations therefrom. ‘ Hospital ships’ 
should be what their name implies—floating hospitals, 
and should be free from stores, and from line officers, 
unless the latter are required for the purposes of navi- 
gation. ‘Naval Officer’ quotes the peculiar policy of 
England in ‘ placing all the hespitals under the con- 
trol of the officers of the executive branch ’—another 
sweeping assertion based upon forgetfulness or ignor- 
ance, Only at Greenwich hospital where there was 4 
nautical school and pensioners, and at Haslar and 
Plymouth, where there are naval depots, do we find 
‘captains superintendents,’ who bear the same relation 
to the hospital, as do our commandants of stations. 
In this connection, it is necessary to note that the word 
‘command’ denotes the control of a line officer over a 
hospital, but when the functions of the latter are per 
formed by a medical officer the phraseology in charge 
is invariably used. The writer is still under the im- 
pression that the Royal hospitais at Yarmouth, Haul- 
bowline, Chatham, Portsmouth, Malta, Jamaica, etc., 
are under the so'e control of the inspector-generals, 
and deputy inspector-generals of the medical depart- 
ment of the navy, and that ‘ officers of the executive 
branch,’ ¢. e., line officers, have nothing whatever to 
do with them. It is well known that strong efforts 
have been made to place line officers in command of 
our naval hospitals, which might have been successful, 
had not the experience of the late war incontestably 
proved that the medical officer of the Army and Navy 
‘could look out forthe pick,’ command and discipline 
the largest and finest hospitals the world has ever seen, 
without any assistance from the line. There is an old 
proverb worthy the attention of ‘ Naval Officer ’—ne 
sutor ultra crepidam—which strongly commands itself 
also to the naval bybrids—neither soldiers nor sailors 
—who in a vain attempt to become constructors, 
marine officers, engineers, etc., make themselves 
Jacks of all trades and masters of none!” 

On the subject of *‘ Compound Engine,” ‘‘ Another 
Naval Officer”’ writes, to state that the Editor of the 
JOURNAL was responsible for the fact that no more of 
** Naval Officer’s” article was copied in replying to it 
on a previous occasion. As the article had appeared 
in full in the JourNaL, we did not think it necessary to 
repeat any portion of it at length. Our correspondent 
goes on to say: “I only quoted a part of the clause in 
committee’s report, because my article merely pro- 
fessed to show the fallacy of your correspondent’s as- 
sertion, ‘that there was but one opiniun on the sub- 
ject.’ Let me ask, however, if your correspondent is 
altogether true to himself in submitting this question, 
after omitting all favorable opinions from his own 
article? If the word may was changed, it was without 
my knowledge, and I am perfectly willing to substi- 
tute may, if your correspondent doubts that the carry- 
ing power of vessels is increased by employing com- 
pound engines. I ignored the testimony of Mr. E. J. 
Reed, because I had already suflicient, but if 
‘Thoughts’ wishes his evidence added to the others, 
I submit, ‘ paragraph 2786, page 139, Minutes of Evi- 
dence,’ containing question by the commission and 
Mr. Reed’s answer as follows: 

** With reference to the Devastation as she is, would you think 
that compound engines instead of simple ought to be provided? 
I think if I had the choice at this moment of what engines I 
should pnt into her, 1 should prefer compound engines.’ Does 
the ‘highest authority’ mean by this to condemn compound 
engines for ships of war’ Paragraph 2798, Mr. Reed says, * 
believe they (compound envines) have an advan age, and Ishould 

prefer, even with the present state of our experience, putting in 
a compound engine to a simple engine, as arule.’ 

‘Paragraph 3997, he says: ‘I think the performance 
of the Briton with compound engines, the best of any 
ship in the Navy.’ The ‘highest authority’ no 
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where in any of the paragraphs cited by your corres- 
pondent expresses an opinion against the use of com- 
pound machinery, but simply says, ‘that in the then 
uncertainty regarding the amount of superiority he 
would not advise removing, at great expense, a good 
form of simple engine from vessels already completed, 
for the purpose of substituting improved macbinery;’ 
surely this cannot be perverted into » condemnation of 
compound machinery. I find in the naval service, 
opinions on both sides, but as Dr. Woolley signed the 
report recommending the introduction of compound 
engines into English naval vessels, it is not likely that 
he agreed with those who opposed them. I am perfectly 
willing to submit Mr. Reed's testimony to arbitration, 
and | have no fear it will be decided that he does nut 
recommend their introduction into new vessels. Whilst 
the case stands in ’76 very nearly the same a3 in ’72, 
regarding merchant vessels, as will be seen by a 
perusal of the list of machinery building by Elder and 
Co., and others, your correspondent is in error in 
charging the designers of bureau engines, in 72, when 
the machinery he endeavors to criticise was adopted, 
with ignorance of the modifications of ’76. ' 

“I ‘ignored’ the reasons for not putting compound 
engines into the Blonde, because they were stated to 
be, ‘an uncertainty regarding the action of such 
machinery in vessels of that size,’ and as Prof. Ran- 
kine in his paper on ‘ Economy of power in compound 
engines,’ mentions the superiority of the compound 
machinery in the Constunce, a vessel of more than 
3,100 tons, over good simple engines uf best workman- 
ship, and as the bureau engines were in smaller ves- 
sels, these objections were not applicable. Lest your 
correspondent should find fault at the omission of 
other testimony favorable to compound engines, | will 
quote from the testimony of Vice-Admiral Sir R. 
Spencer Robinson, Minutes of Evidence, par. 3342: 
* My view is, that we should adopt them universally.’ 
**In conclusion, I have no doubt but the traditional 
hastiness, ignorance, and reckless folly of our engineer- 
ing practice is fully established by your correspon- 
dent’s asserting it, but us be a!>> asserted that com- 
pound engines had been abuuuvned by all eminent 
foreign engineers and shipbuilders, as he asserted 
‘that Mr. Reed condemned their use,’ whereas he in 
reality recommended them, should not all his asserticns 
be received ‘Cum grano piperis?’”’ 





GENERAL CUSTER’S RANK AND COMMAND. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Tribune, 

signing himself ‘‘ Bayonet,” writes to that paper from 

Washington as follows: ‘‘ General Custer’s rank in 
the Army is and has been since the war that of lieu- 
tenant-colonel, and he has never been assigned upon 

his brevet rank, which can only be done by the Presi- 

dent. His actual command is and has been for some 

years the post of Abrabam Lincoln, with control over 

a district embracing three adjoining posts, authority to 

be exercised only in case of emergency when there is 

not time to communicate with the department com- 

mander. A regimental commander has actual com- 

mand of only such parts of his own regiment as may 

be stationed at his post. Expeditions for the field are 

made up of detachments of several regiments, usually 
from different posts, under an oflicer selected by higher 

authority for the special cummand. No officer can 

claim it, but, all things being equal as to availability, 

the details of commanders are usually made to alternate 

among those officers of sufficient rank who are avail- 

able, and it is considered a mark of confidence and 

favor to be so selected. Since General Custer has been 

stationed in that country be has always been given 
these commands, although a Lieutenant-Colonel, while 
the Colonels of the two regiments, parts of which with 
his own made up the expeditions, were kept at their 
posts with a mere guard. The impression seemed to 
gain ground that General Custer wus the only oflicer 
stetioned in that region suitable to conduct such an 
expedition, and that these commands necessarily be- 
lunged to him. General Terry ovly goes with a part 
of his legitimate command, and should Genera! Custer 
go along with cavalry, he still has all his own legiti- 
mate command. 

‘“‘As to there being hardships attending General 
Custer’s release from the expedition, bad he previously 
been assigned to it, this opinion could have come only 
from « misapprehension of the circumstances. General 
Custer, fearing that the Court of Impeachment would 
detain him so long as to prevent bis joining in time to 
go upon the expedition, set himself about getting re- 
leased temporarily from attendance at court, subject 
to call by telegraph. ‘This step was properly taken 
through the military channels of the War Department, 
and therefore came to the nutice of the President, who, 
knowing that such a request was equivalent to asking 
that his testimony be dispensed with altog« ther, since 
by joining the expedition he would be for several 
months beyond the reach of telegrams or messengers, 
saw at once the impropriety of such a request, which 
others had not noticed, and gave his disapproval to it, 
ordering that another officer be detailed to command 
the expeditioo. This was a command which General 
Custer could under no circumstances claim as a right. 
Nevertheless, after this decided expression of the Pre- 
sidept upon the subject, General Custer did go in per- 
son and get temporarily excused from appearing as a 
witness, subject to call by telegraph, and start to join 
his command, when he could justly claim to go with 
the troops of his garrison, and therefore be out ‘of 
reach of any summons, by telegraph or otherwise. In 
this there appeared the spirit of insibordination, and 
the order to stop him at Chicago became imperative.”

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ARTILLERY GRAND TACTICS, 


WE conclude this week the lecture of Colonel 
Brackenbury, of the British Royal Artillery, on the 
subject of the tactical power of modern artillery. It 
was delivered before the United Service Institution. 
Colonel Brackenbury sums up the lessons of the late 
wars, and concludes as follows : 

The fire of artillery is not governed by the average 
steadiness, but by that of officers and sergeants, and 
less steadiness is required to lay a gun than to hold a 
rifle straight with its sight properly raised. How 
often, think you, would a man Jook to his sight when 
advancing ‘under such fire as guns can now produce ? 
Guns have no nerves to be shaken, and, the proper 
orders being given, aiming and firing is as mucha 
matter of routine as marching. Fifty shells bursting 
in a battery will nct shake the accuracy of a single 
gun, if once properly laid. I hope you noticed how 
in the battles before Metz the artillery held its ground 
sometimes when theinfantry had to retire. You know 
the rule that the loss of one-third is supposed to be 
about as much as infantry can bear without retiring. 
Some of the German battéries lost three-fourths of their 
men, and yet held on and fought their guns. There 
was no difference in the men themselves, What was 
the reason? Simply this, that the guns did, as they 
always will if we let them, act as anchors to the gun- 
uers. Think how much trouble is necessary before a 
battery can retire. Somebody must tuke the initiative 
of giving the o1der, which must be repeated from 
mouth to mouth. Then the drivers have to perform a 
complicated movement, if indeed they are not under 
stress of difficulties because they nave horses falling 
wounded in the midst of the teams. Next, the gunners 
must limber up. Only then is the battery as well able 
to retire as infantry always is. The gun is, therefore, 
amoral anchor tothe gunners. But it is more than 
this. Each gun is the rival of its companions in the 
battery. In peace its gunners have cherished it. They 
have, in good-natured rivalry, struggled to make it first 
in beauty of polish and paint for itself and its carriage. 
They have striven to hide its defects and glorify its 
virtues. Gentlemen, they have calied it she—need I 
say more? Well, then, this ‘‘she” is nut easily de- 
serted, and as a gunner has no other arms, he fights his 
gun to the last moment. Without her, he is disarmed 
and helpless; with her, no matter how many of his 
comrades are disabled, the power of fire is almost as 
great asever. And she remains there as steady as a 
rock, always throwing defiance in the enemy’s face. 
Surely itis not difficult to see why a battery should 
hold its ground, if we will only let it, if we don’t teach 
the gunners to count the preservation of their guns as 
an end instead of a means. But the guns possess a 
quality which nature has mercifully denied to female 
creatures generally—that of increasing their individual 
strength by combination. The effect of the guns is 
greatly increased by their employment in masses. 
Take, for iustance, the cavalry experiment at Oke- 
hampton, the model of which is before you. The eftect 
was produced by thirty-six rounds of water-shell in 
nine minutes. Meanwhile, after the first six shells the 
troopers might have disp2rsed or galloped under cover. 
Had six batteries been there, the same or greater phy- 
sic. effect would have been produced in an instant of 
time, and the moral effect would have been over- 
whelming. A battery of 100 guns would, roughly 
speaking, occupy about a mile, and in former days a 
mile was along rangefor guns. But now a line of 
two miles long might fire easily at the same object, and 
the guns at one end could protect those at the other by 
flanking fire. Therefore every increase of range lends 
a new argument to the advocates of massing tactics. 
But I cannot find, either in reason or experience, any 
proof of a proposition which has lately been brought 
furward by an able writer on defensive tactics— 
namely, that the guns should be placed some 400 yards 
behind the infantry. If all the experience of the las* 
war will not suffice to dispel the idea, neither will 
Napoleon’s maxims, which, however, may come to our 
aid. He lays down the rule that artillery can defend 
its own front in these words: ‘‘ No infantry, however 
brave, can with impunity march 1,000 or 1,200 yards 
against a strong battery of artillery well placed and 
well served ; before they could accomplish two-thirds 
the distance, these men would be killed, wounded, or 
dispersed.” And again: ‘‘ Artillery should always be 
placed in the most advantageous positions, and as far 
in front of the line of cavalry and infantry as is possi- 
ble without compromising the safety of the guns.” 
All my pains will have been in vain if the impression 
remains in your mind that artillery is to be protected 
and kept out of reach of harm. If you treat it so, it 
will be nothing but an incumbrance to you. Like the 
queen at chess, it is either a source of great strength or 
weakness, according to the way we use it. 

The lecturer concluded by enunciating the following 
principles as those which ought to govern the artillery 
vonflicts of the future: 1st Principle—Since field artil- 
lery can move at a trot, and its fire is of great value at 
all stages of a battle, and at all rauges, a general should 
endeavor to obtain a superiority of artillery as early as 
possible. To gain this, his whole, or nearly his whole, 
force of guns should be pushed well forward and 
massed at the beginoivg of a combat, so that it may 
crush the enemy’s artillery in detail as the latter comes 
into position. 2nd Principle-—Whether acting offen- 
sively or defensively, artillery can protect its own front 
in ordinary open country, and should not retire before 
infantry unless the whole force is retreating. 38rd 
Principle.—But artillery can be sorely annoyed, or 
even caused to retire, by the fire of infantry skir- 
mishers, well concealed in folds of ground or behind 
walls and trees. Therefore infantry should not attack 
in any formation, but, so to say, stalk the guns, and 
this being granted infantry always attack guns; who 
knows but that they may be unsupported? 4th’ Prin- 
ciple.—The only reply to such hidden attacks, early in 
the battle before the friendly infantry has come up, is 
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by the use of dismounted cavalry ; or, better still, by 

mounted men trained to work on foot either as riflemen 

or gunners, and permanently attached to the batteries. 

5th Principle.—Since artillery can take care of itself, 

provided his flanks are protected, a line of guns may 

be deployed, and behind it the infantry may effect 

turning movements to act on the enemy’s flank, When 

such a flank attack is ready to be delivered, the mass 
of guns should concentrate their fire on that part of 
the enemy’s line about to be assailed till it is shaken. 

6th Principle.—A system of signals should be devised 
and used so as to enable a large number of guns to act 
simultaneously against the same point. 7th Principle. 

—When the infantry combat has commenced, as many 
guns as possible should be pushed close up to the 
enemy—say, within 1,000 yards—or to that distance 
where they will find the best and nearest positions to 
the enemy. 8th Principle —When artillery advances 
to close combat, a considerable number of men and 
horses should follow the batteries as near as they can 
consistently with keeping under cover. If this be 
done, there is no fear of leaving the guns in the hands 
of the enemy. At such moments cover becomes a 
secondary consideration. Artillery, like infantry or 
cavalry, in close combat must count on heavy losses in 
men and horses, but they must determine to crush the 
enemy in that part of the field, remembering that 
‘* omelettes are not made without breaking of eggs.” 
9th Principle.—Since a frontal attack can be beaten off 
at any range, artillery, if it has a clear space of 1,000 
yards in tront of it, and scouts on flanks, should not 
allow itself to be turned from its immediate purpose 
by the reported approach of large bodies of infantry. 
Such attacks may be neglected till the enemy comes 
within 1,000 yards. 10th Principle.—Range-finders, 
telescopes, and scouts are indispensable to the develop- 
ment of the full power of artillery ; the same may be 
said of spare men, horses, and ammunition. The 
front line of the battery should have as few men and 
horses as possible, and should be fed from the rear, 
two or three times over if recessary. But the great 
principle of all, and that which must underlie all 
minor ones, is that artillery has issued from its child- 
hood, and is as well able to shift for itself as any other 
arm. This does not mean that it is independent of the 
others, but that it is only dependent on them in the 
same sense that they are dependent on it. Cavalry 
should feel the way, aud be ready afterwards to sup- 
port the guns with the dashing self-devotion charac- 
teristic of its nature and history. The infantry should 
never forget that the guns in front may be sorely in 
need of the arm which can do everything but move 
quickly. Artillery is, after all, only preparing the 
way for the glorious strife of the foot-soldiers. The 
gunners are dyirg that the infantry may live and win 
the day. On the field of battle we are all brothers, 
and our only rivalry should be totry which can, at 
any sacrifice, do most for the common good. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, the chairman of the 
meeting, Sir Garnet Wolseley, said: It had been 
hitherto too much the custom to leave the artillery to 
artillery officers, and for other officers to corfine them- 
selves to the subject of that arm of the service to which 
they themselves belonged. There were great examples 
of concentration of guns in the history of all great 
modern generals; but little had been learnt from them, 
and the generals who had the direction of affairs 
seemed cuntent with attaching to each division of their. 
forces a certain number of guns which used to go into 
action brightly polished and in beautiful order, with 
the muzzles dressed by the neighboring infantry. It 
was not only a ludicrous display but an injurious one, 
because it had its effect upon the minds of young sol- 
diers who would nut look at the sham fight to learn 
what war was; and they went away thinking that if 
they had to go into battle their duty was so to bring up 
their artillery in a close alignment with the neighboring 
cavalry or infantry. That had been changed. Before 
any otticer could really be fit to command any troops 
in the field, it was necessary that he should have 
thought out for himself and have considered the tactics 
of artillery. Till then it would be impossible for him 
effectively to command troops in action. No doubt 
the education of artillery officers especially fitted them 
to judge upon the question, but their education was 
not necessary to solve it. He spoke with deference 
because he was not an artillery officer, but he felt there 
was no mystery whatever, that he who runs might 
read, and that a man of ordinary ability could master 
the subject by studying the history of past wars with 
no greater difficulty than that which surrounded other 
military problems.

A GENERAL Order has just been issued, directing 
that 10 o’clock Pp. m. shall in future be the time for 
tattoo in the British army throughout the year, so that 
henceforth soldiers may remain out of barracks to that 
hour, irrespective of season. 

Tue intended extension of the fortifications of Posen 
will, says the Vossische Zeitung, be taken in hand 
shortly. Tenders have been invited fur the construc- 
tion of three detached forts to cost each 1,800,000 
marks ($450,000). Next spring three more forts are to 

be taken in hand. 

Tue formation of a second railway battalion, which 
was begun last January for the German army, was 
finished by the 1st of last month, when it was ready to 
take part in the review of the guard which was held on 
that day. The officers, nearly allof whom have served 
in the engineer corps, have had previous experience in 
railway service. ‘ 

New Zealand papers state that there are signs of 
trouble brewing between the government and the 
natives over: plots of land lately dealt with by the 
native land courts. They have also’ revived some of 
their barbarous customs, having murdered no less than 
three aged natives for ‘‘ bewitching” their neighbors 
and causing their decease. 


QugEN Victoria has begun to show herself in public, 
for the first time since the death of Prince Albert. She 
has visited Aldershot, and, as in the old times, received 
with acclamation by a large concourse of spectators, 
who thronged the roadway on either side. The troops 
in camp appeared in review order, and the Queen’s 
popularity appears to have returned, for the men broke 
ranks and cheered her. 


Ir is reported that the Kaffirs in South Africa are 
massing upon the Zulu border in their war-paint, and 
another grand campaign for the replenishment of the 
British peerage seems imminent. He will probably be 
called Lord Brown of Limpopo. According to the 
last news from Cape Coast Castle, the King of Dahomey 
also means to fight. No hostile movement towards him 
will be made until June at the earliest. 


A NEW numbering of regiments, brigades, and divi- 
sions, closely corresponding to the Prussian system, 
has been adopted in the Austrian army. The regi- 
mental numbers are now carried on continuously in 
the several brigades and divisions, the 1st Division 
consisting of Brigades 1 and 2, and of Regiments 1 to 
4, and so on. The entire infantry force of the line 
now comprises thirty-six divisions and seventy-two 
brigades, the cavalry force twenty-one brigades. 


Tue Courrier de Bruzelles represents the Belgian 
army as a school of atheism, and advises parents not 
to let their sons serve as officers, because the Count of 
Flanders, as commander-in-chief of the cavalry, has 
ratified the censure passed by a general of division on 
a colonel for having reprimanded some officers who 
were present at acivil funeral. The subject has been 
brought before the Chamber, and the Minister of War 
was forced to declare that officers cannot be repri- 
manded for an act such as the one in question. 


Iv seems probable that the first British torpedo 
vessel, Vesuvius, will also be the last of her class, 
according to the naval —. Hardly was she com- 
pleted before it dawned upon an ingenious mind that 
the tunnel or pipe below water, with its elaborate 
arrangements for launching the fish torpedo, were not 
requisite. Since that time many trials have been made 
of more simple metbods of putting the weapon over- 
board, and a ‘‘ carriage” from which the torpedo may 
be launched from a lower deck port bas now been 
approyed of. For her size the Vesuwotus was an expen~ 
sive vessel and absorbed many thousands of pounds, 
whereas the cost of the new carriage, air reservoirs, 
and complete fittings is rather less than £2,000. 


Tue Austrian Military Gazette records an unusually 
great number of spring promotions. All sub-lieuten- 
ants whose commissions date from 1867, 1868, and 1869 
have. been promoted to the rank of first lieutenant. 
Four major-generals have been promoted to the rank 
of lieutenant field marshal, ten colonels huve been 
raised to major-generalcies, and thirty-seven lieutenant-~ 
colonels to colonelcies. The number last referred to 
includes Archduke Johann Salvator, who some time 
back incurred the Emperor’s displeasure by oe 
a pamphlet directed against Germany. The Vienna 
correspondent of the North German Gazette remarks 
that his present promotion proves that the offence is 
now condoned. 

Tue commander-in-chief ofthe ,Egyptian army in 
Abyssinia, Prince Hassan of Egypt, the third son of 
the Khedive, has, according to the Weser-Zeatung, 
announced to the 1st Prussian Regiment of Dragoons 
of the Guard, to which he belongs as senior lieutenant, 
that he will be in Berlin again in the course of June. 
From this it may be concluded that the Egyptians hope 
by that time to bring the campaign against Abyssinia 
to a conclusion. Prince Hessan, who is understood to 
have won the good favors of the court and of Berlin 
circles of ofticers, had, before assuming that command, 
requested permission of the Emperor, according to the 
regulations of the German — which do not permit 
a German officer to enter on a foreign ap cm with

It causes the visitor consider- 
able wonder that Brooklyn should allow such a discrepancy 
in its treatment of its regiments, and especially that such 
an one as the Fourteenth, which made the name of Brovok- 
lyn famous wherever it went in 1862 and 1863, should be 
condemned to what is nearly the poorest armory in Brook- 
lyn. The Fourteenth is now the only militia regiment in 
the New York State service which, having a clean record of 
full war service, has yet been able to maintain itself in time 
ot peace, show a good front, pay its way, and look hand- 
some. It certainly ought to be better treated. The sight 
of the empty sleeves of its officers is a reproach to the nig- 
gardly parsimony which prevails in the City of Caurches 
in regard to this regiment, and we sincerely hope that the 
time will soon come when we shall see so gallant a regiment 
placed in quarters more fit for soldiers. The Fourteenth 
turned out with ten companies unequulized, but averaging 
trom twelve to eighteen files. When the line was formed 
for review, it went so far round the room that there was 
hardly room for the colonel to get in to take the command. 
Besides this, there was a tremendous crowd of visitors, and 
when General Dakin and his full staff came in, it became 
problematical haw that line was to be broken for a passage. 
The inspection was made by the general passing between 
front and rear ranks. There was no room for more. he 
file-closers were flattened out between rear rank and crowd, 
and the fat ones were melting visibly into their shoes. 
Curious to say, however, the regiment was actually started 
in column of fours, marched all round the room, and suc- 
ceeded in forming companies and executing its passage 
without a falter. For a specimen of handling of troops tne 
review would have been a credit to Upton himself, and it 
was a decided credit to Colonel McLeer. 

At the close of the review there was a little mystery. 
Colonel McLeer appeared to be about to begin his drill, 
when General Dakin beckoned him out, and the major 
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(one-armed, like McLeer) usurped the command before his 
nose, to his surprise. Then appeared four sergeants with a 
big box covered with the American flag, and Dr. Farley, the 
regimental surgeon, started out and made one of the best 
and most telling speeches we have heard for a long time, 
ending with the presentation to the colonel from the whole 
regiment of a complete eet of horse equipments, with sword, 
belts, baldric, epuulettes, etc., complete. For » man verily 
and in truth surprised, Colonel McLeer did better than most 
men would have done. His answering speech was short 
but to the point, and the slight tremor of his vwice made it 
even more effective. Then resuming the command he re- 
duced his fronts to eight files, and had a splendid drill with 
the rest. His efforts have made a new regiment of the 
Fourteenth, and he deserves all praise therefor. 


NINETEENTH New York.—A decision has just been ren- 
dered in the Supreme Court in the case of John O’Brien, 
which covers ground of momeut in other cases. Colonei 
Dickey ordered hia regiment inte camp at Washingtonville 
last year, and Jobn O’Brien was fined by a court-martial for 
absence trom thatcamp. He was imprisoned by the sheriff, 
and released on habeas corpus by the county judge on the 
ground that Colonel Dickey’s order was illegal. Suuse- 
quently Judge Barnard granted a certio.ari to review the 
proceedings before the county judge. Argument on this 
writ took place at Brooklyn on the 5th of May, before Judge 
Gilbert, E. A. Brewster appearing for the battalion, and M. 
H. Hirschberg for O’Brien, who is representative of quite 
a number who were fined by the court-martial for delin- 
quency. Decision was reserved by Judge Gilbert. When 
given it was as follows: “ The writ [of habeas corpus] has 
performed the office of a writ of error. In giving it that 
tunction I think the vounty judge erred. The reasons and 
authorities presented by Mr. Brewster seem to me to be 
decisive. Order reversed and prisoner remanded.” 

The principal question of law at issue was whetuer Judge 
Fullerton had a right to go behind the judgment of the 
court-martial to determine whether Colonel Dickey’s order 
was illegal or not. It was contended for the relator that 
he could not do that. Judge Gilbert decides that this could 
not ve done under a writ of habeas corpus, as that was en- 
tirely the province of a writ of error. The prisoner is re- 
manded to the custody of the sheriff, and unless it shall be 
decided to carry the case further, he and those who are in 
the same boat with him will have to pay up or suffcr the 
alternative. The case will, however, probably now gu to 
the General Term.
